One aim of the invention according to claims 1-31 is to, 
during manufacturing of packages, prevent induced current from 
leaking frcan a sealing area to unwanted areas of the packaging 
material, which could lead to the package being weakened. 

Claims 1, 10 and 11 

Prom Dl, a method for manufacturing packages accordxng to the 
preamble of claim 1 is known. The first package part (11, 82) 
in the application corresponds to the case (1) in Dl and the 
second package part (12, 82) in the application corresponds to 
the bottom (3) in Dl (see figure 1) . The case in Dl conqprises 
a thermoplastic coated material which also includes a heatable 
aluminiiun foil. 

The case and the bottom are joined together with the help of 
two coils arranged alongside each other and along the joint 
area. These coils each produce a current, the two currents are 
conducted in opposite direction to each other, heat is 
generated in the aluminium foil in the packaging material and

the thermoplastic material is thus melted and forms the joint 
between the case and the bottom* 

The only thing that differs between the invention according to 
claim 1 and Dl is that the induction arrangement according to 
the invention comprises two conductors. Through these 
conductors an inducing current is fed in order to seal the 
package. In Dl the sealing is carried out with coils. 

A person skilled in the art, with the knowledge of Dl, is thus 
faced with the problem of finding an alternative way to 
manufacture packages. 

It is considered obvious to a person skilled in the art to 
replace the coils in Dl with conductors. To transfer heat with 
both coils and conductors in the manufacturing of packages is 
well known for the skilled person and no une3q>ected technical 
effect occur with the mentioned change. Also, in the 
description of the application, when referring to the prior 
art, the heating current can be accomplished with magnetic 
fields but there are problems with the inducing current 
leaking from the "second joint" to the "first joint", thereby 
damaging the "first joint". This problem is also mentioned in 
Dl and it is also solved in Dl in the same manner as in the 
application, i.e. with the opposite flows (see e.g. the 
abstract of Dl; page 4, lines 24-32 and page 7, line 31 - page 
8, line 34) . 

Therefore, the invention according to claims 1, 10 and 11 is 
considered to lack inventive step with regard to Dl. 

Claims 2, 4-7, 9, 12, 13, 17, 22, 23, 27-29 and 31 
What is claimed in these claims is known per se from Dl. 

Therefore, the invention according to claims 2, 4-7, 9, 12, 
13, 17, 22, 23, 27-29 and 31 lacks inventive step. 

Claims 3, 8, 14-16, 18-21, 24-26 and 30 

What is claimed in these claims is considered to only 
represent structural solutions which are considered obvious 
for a person skilled in the art.
